Paris, July 13.—At a Mass celebrated at the 
Church of the Madeleine for the repose of the 
soul of the Prince Imperial Marshal MacMahon 
was present. In spite of the refusalof the 
Waddington Cabinet to permit him to attend 
the obsequies at Chiselhurst, the ex-President 
took this opportunity to express his sorrow for 
the loss of a child of France, and his conduct in 
so doing has strengthened his position among 
the masses. It is the first time he has appeared 
in public at any meeting which couid be con- 
strued into political significance since his resic- 
nation of the Presidency. He wore his Mar- 
shal’s uniform, and was the observed of all as 
he entered the grand and beautiful old charch. 
fle took his place not far from the portico, and 
the spectators were keenly interested fn his ar- 
rival. It is accepted as the initial step in an 
alliance between all the Monarchic parties 
against the Republic; and itis thought to be 


formidable, because MacMahon’s name is still 


potent in the army. 

AT LYONS

Louis Blanc with a garland of flowers. Victor 
Hugo will hold a reception in the evening, at 
which portions of bis L’Armee Terrible ” will 
be recited.

A Case of the Toughest Luck on Record.

Plummer, a farmer, was returning home from 
Guelph late Saturday nigbt, when, it is sup- 
posed, his horses ran away, throwing him out of 
the wagon.

The shot entered 
Plummer's neck and shoulder, inflicting an ugly 
and dangerous wound. After the son had fired 
they had the courage to go out to the road and 
see what they had shot. When they found 
Plummer they took him to their home and sent 
for some neighbors, and for Dr. McCulloch, 
of Rockwood. Dr. McCulloch sent for Drs. 
Keating and Clark, of Guelph, and together 
they extracted about fifty grains of shot from 
Plummer’s neck. The Doctors have very slight 
hopes of his recovery.

Messrs. Klex 
Frothingham & Co., of this city, say that Gold- 
smith began speculating in stocks through them 
about a year ago.

The Reassured Citizens of Mem- 
phis Returning by Thou- 
sands. 


Much Doubt Expressed Regard- 
ing the Case at Water 
Valley. 


Explicit Admonitions of the Na- 
tional Board of Health. 


Extraordinary Importance of Killing the 
Poison While It Is Dormant, 


MEMPHIS.

Mempuis, Teun., July 14—The subject of 
yellow fever is nearly played out, and is scarcely 
mentioned. Incoming trains and steamers are 
crowded with returning citizens, and the feeling 
of security bas become general.

Wasnrnerons, D. C., July 14.—Representative 
Casey Young, of Memphis, who returned here 
to-day, received this morning letters and dis- 
patches from the President of the Howard Asso- 
ciation and from other leading citizens in 
Memphis, including J. M. Keating, in regard to 
the yellow fever there. It is Mr. Young’s opinion, 
from the information he bas, that there will be 
an epidemic of the yellow fever this summer, 
but that it will be light, and occasion few 
deaths. Only six cases all told, and someof 
them so light that they could hardly be callea 
yellow fever, have thus far appeared. Every- 
thing that is possible is being done to prevent 
the disease, but the people are very much 
alarmed.

THE NATIONAL BOARD. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 14—The Execu- 
tive Committee of the National Board of Health 
invites the attention of all State and Municipal 
authorities and sanitary organizauons to the 
fact that they should without delay endeavor to 
secure the best sanitary condition of the places 
and people under their ebarge. Whatever 
opinions may be held as to the causes of the 
yellow fever, and of the recent appearance of 
that disease in Tennessee and Mississippi, it is 
best to act as if it were a disease due to a 
svecific particular cause, which is capable of 
growth and reproduction, transportable, and may 
be destroyea by exposure to temperatures above 
240 deg. Fahrenheit, or by chemical disinfectants 
ot eufficient strength if brought into immediate 
contact. It is also prudent to assume that the 
growth and reproduction of this cause are con- 
nected with the presence of filth, in the sanitary 
sense of that word, including decaying organic 
matter and defective ventilation, as well as of 
high temperature. cases of yellow fever 
recently observed should be considered as due 
to causes surviving from last year’s epidemic, 
and not to recent im on from other 
countries. It follows that there is a liability to 
the appearance of other cases in places 
visited dy the epidemic of last „ and 
that there is danger of the spread of the 
disease to the North and East. The object of 
the present circular is to advise that all cities, 
towns, and villages be at once made clean ip a 
savitary point of view. 

The first step towards securing cleanliness is 
to obtain reliable information as to what parts 
of the place are clean, and what foul. The re- 
suits of careful inspection in almost 
any city or town will show the existence of col- 
lections of decaying and offensive matters pre- 
viously unknown, the which every one will ad- 
mit should be promptly removed and destroyed.

Sani ro, July 1l.—The importance of the 
approaching political campaign in this State is 
recognized by all parties.

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RUSSIA AND GEBMANY. 


The Supposed Estrangement Between the 
Two Northern PowerseWhat Is the 


Cause? ° 3 
Correspondence London N mes. 

BrnLin, June 20.— The present relations de- 
tween Germany and Russia are very undefined 
and mysterious, to say the least of them. There 
does not seem to be any real reason for suppos- 
ing that the two Emperod have in any Gegres 
ceased to entertain towatd each other those 
ardent feelings of friendship and respect which 
bave always cxisted n them; but still 
there is something in air which makes 
one almost suspect some slight political bitch 
or coolness between the two countries. The 
press here still continues to refer, with unsatls- 
fied curiosity, to the true causes which restrain- 
ed the Czar from coming to Berlin on the ocea- 
sion of bis uncie’s golden wedding, and specu- 
lation bas now receited fresh stimulus by tne 
— that E sem i-official — 
ment in the Provin orrespondence as to an 
impending visit of his Russian Majesty to Ems 
was founded on erroneous 1212 The 
Czar this year will depart from bis annual habit 
of visiting some German watering-plece; and 
will most likely spend the rest of the summer 
in e- told you a day or two ago 
the Imperial yacht Standart has already been dis- 
patched. All this, however, may be perfect!

It might be hazardous attempting to divine 
the real motive for the meeting at Baden-Baden, 
but I may tell you that trustworthy advices 
from Constantinople speak coutdently of a de- 
cided change in Russia’s attitade 1 of an 
endeavor on her part to come to a * 
standing with France as to the East. the 
other hand, a corresponding change is said to be 
clearly visible in the tone of Russian diplomacy 
at Stamboul toward Austria and Germany. The 
Russian statesmen, moreover, it is further 
stated, scek to conciliate the confidence of 
Turkey by dwelling on the possibility of re- 
leasing sula and Herzegovina from their 
present relati to Austria, and of re- 
storing them the Ottoman Empire as 
autonomous provinces in the same way as East- 
ern Roumelia is regulated by treaty. A tele- 
gram from Stambou! to a newspaper here — 
that immediately before the signature of 
firman by the Sultan sanctioning the abdication 
of the Khedive, Russia formeriy declared she 
could not approve the act, Lobanoff at 
the game time inrorming the Grand Vizier that 
the Western Powers had been notified as to 
Russia’s negative attitude. Whether this is in 
conformity with fact I am not io a position to 
say, but everything tends to justify the 
inference that, whatever be the attitude 
of Russia to the other European Powers, 
ber relations with Germany are at pres- 
ent involved in a rather perplexing dase 
of mystery. The Berlin correspondent of the 
Morning Post says: ‘The supposed est 
ment between the Courts of Berlin and St. 
tersburg continues to engawe public attention, 
and to excite specalation. Man believe that it 
has been brought about through the influence of 
the Czarewitch, who is geuerally credited wit 
bitter hostility to Germany. To-night’s North 
German te declares that supposition to be 
entirely unfounded, both as regards the Ozare- 
witch’s genera opinions and his present action. 
The Czarewitch is reported to have said that 
this res he is the best maligned man in 
rope. Nevertheless, public opinion in Germ 
continues to set him down as a deciared foe 
this country.

the resumption of specie payments, was one 
of the wisest acts of modern legislation. It 
was wise because it placed a limit to the 
then existing financial uncertainty, and gave 
to capital and labor a date at which they 
might expect a return in the tide of prosper- 
ity. One of the most calamitous con- 
sequences of the then existing prostra- 
tion and want of confidence was the want of 
occupation for unemployed labor. Never at 
any previous time in our history were so 
many skilled workmen with a like propor- 
tion of unskilled laborers actually without 
employment, and of course Without the income 
of wages. It was a cheerless prospect. The 
Resumption law was like placing a light, far 
off it was true, but nevertheless a light, to 
reach which all energies and hopes shonld 
be directed as to a haven of recovery, of 
health, and resumed prosperity. Slowly but 
certainly there was an improvement. Thou- 
sands who had struggled against the first ad- 
versities were in the end forced to lay down, 
but daily the general improvement went on, 
as the uncertainty as to the character of the 
money of the future grew less. Confidence 
was restored, money sought investment, and 
investments sought production; labor was 
employed, the distribution of wages grew 
larger, men became hopeful, and trade en- 
larged ; having touched the bottom, busi- 
ness started afresh; the cost of living 
sank to the minimum; a day's wages 
had a purchasing power such as it 
never had before; with cheap productions 
new markets found calling for greater snp- 
plies of our surplus; back to us came golden 
returns, which were again employed to en- 
large our surplus, our profita, and our 
wealth. The day of resumption found our 
credit so recovered that no man sought to 
have his currency redeemed. The six 
months of 1879 which have passed away 
have witnessed a substantial prosperity, as- 
suming more and more the warrant of per- 
manency. That permanency is most strong- 
ly exhibited by the now established fact that 
there is no longer a surplus of willing labor. 
Every man competent and willing to work 
ean now find employment at wages which, 
measured by the quantity and quality of 


what he needs in exchange commodities, 


have never been more remunerative than 
now. 


We do not wish to be misunderstood: 
willing labor is that which seeks the em- 
ployment in which it is needed. We do not 
include in willing labor that which prefers 
idleness to wages and employment. We do 
not include among the willing laborers the 
army of young and able-bodied men who 
seek employment in the overcrowded occu- 
pations of bookkeepers and salesmen, who 
revolt against wearing working garments and 
insist upon having occupations where they 
can wear stylish clothes; who will work at 
nothing inconsistent: with standing collars, 
variegated hosiery, jewel-decked scarfs, and 
kid gloves; who want employment and 
wages which allow time and money for 
billiards, for indulging in drinks; which 


ets, and the later supper; which tolerate an 
acquaintance with and the cultivation of 
oostly blondes and profligate brunettes ; 
which open the doors to all the rosd-houses 
and their customers; which familiarize them 
with pool and keno rooms; and which 
makes attendance with the gamblers, pimps, 
loafers, and vagabonds at all base-ball games 
an essential fact of the life of a modern 
young gentleman. Of these there are le- 
gions unemployed ; and they are unemployed 
because, instead of seeking 


Willing labor is that which offers to earn 
an honest living at any employment which 
can clon which measures the value of 
wages by the toil expended im getting it; 
which wants wages for the honorable and 


necessary purposes to which it can be used, | 
and not to be expended in fine clothes, fast 
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the employer to advance the wages. 


We wish, however, to call attention to the 
conclusive evidence furnished by the present 
opportunity for all willing labor te find em- 
ployment at remunerative wages of the fal- 
lacy of the and agitators that a 
reduction of the hours of labor from ten to 
eight hours is necessary to divide the scarce 
employment with those who are willing but 
unable to obtain work. During the long sus- 
pension following the panie of 1873 these 
professional agitators had little snecess. 
Some of them did starve, and others obtained 
but seanty tithes from the suffering and dis- 
tressed people. Just as soon, however, as 
business revived these professional agitators, 
who never work themselves, resumed their 
vocation of attending to the business of 
those who do work. Wages became more 
plenty, and the hats when handed around 
for the orators contained more pennies. 
They had to have a grievance and a remedy, 
and that grievance was the number of un- 
employed laborers willing to work, and the 
remedy was a reduction of hours in order to 
admit the unemployed to share in the in- 
sufficient work. The grievance no longer 
exists; successful strikes show that willing 
labor is not equal to the demand, and hence 
the remedy of eight hours’ work ceases of 
a necessity to be a remedy for an evil which 
no longer exists. The substance of the com- 
plaint on which the demand for the eight- 
hour rule was presented has been removed. 
There is no longer a pretenss for asking any 
man at work to divide his wages or his time 
with any other competent and willing 
workman, because whoever is willing to 
work and is capable of labor can find em- 
ployment readily and promptly and at bet- 
ter wages as compared with the cost of 
living than have been paid for years. That 
pretext for the reduction of a day's work to 
eight hours will serve the small and petty 
demagogues no longer, and, so long as all 
willing workmen can find employment, it 
becomes a simple but direct question wheth- 
er a man shall work ten hours a day for ten 
hours’ wages, or eight hours a day for eight 
hours’ wages.

REAL SOUTHERN SENTIMENT. 

Jzrrerson Davis, late President of the late 
Southern Confederacy, and the Okolona 
States are rendering a great service to the 
country by telling the naked truth. The 
man and the newspaper represent the ex- 
Rebel people,—represent the passions, their 
hates, and their aspirationn. Jzrr Dawa 
declares that there is not in the entire South 
one woman who is to the Nation. And 
he is cheered to the scho by the Mississippi 
Democratic Press Oenvention. He declares 
that the Lost Cause” is not lost, that it is 
„not dead but sleepeth,” and every audiences 
he addresses responds with a hearty amen. 
The Okolona (Miss.) States is more frank and 
more defiant than Davis, and its circulation 
increases: it prospera. The States news- 
paper declares that the States of the Nation 
are sovereign; that the Nation is their 
creature; that if Mississippi should luft her 
sword to smite the Nation it would be the 
fixst duty of her citizens to fly to arms; that 
the people of the South have no respect, 
no love, no reverence whatever for the 
Nation”; that they defy Federal laws; 

they 


withstanding the Constitution of the Nation 
conferring the right of suffrage upon him; 
that the States are the masters of the Nation, 
and that if Nationalists “cut any bloody 
capers in defiance of the established order 
of things the dogma of State-supremacy 
„ill be forced down their slimy throats at 
the point of the bayonet.” This is the senti- 
ment of the Okolona States; there is 
abundant evidence that it is also the senti- 
ment of a large majority of the Southern 
white people. Many of their representatives 
in Congress profess loyalty to the Nation, but 
they deny that there is such a thing as a 
National election, and vote for every measure 
tending to restrict and cripple the National 
authority. Mera. Laman, Hows, and 
Barann talk smoothly of peace, harmony, 
and loyalty to the reconstructed Union ; but 
they vote with Bracesvan and the rest of 
the hot-heads to erase from the statute-books 
all measures which conserve the supremacy of 
the Nation. At the safe distance of Washing- 
ton they denounce the editors of the Okolona 
States as ranters, but they vote precisely as 
the ranters rant. And when they return to 
their constituencies they sing small” or 
sing in tune with the music provided by the 
States. In a word, the States understands 
Southern sentiment, and faithfully reflects 
it. Mr. Srepmens, of Georgia, makes spas- 
modie efforts at conservatism ; but his con- 
stituents soon make themselves heard, and 
he quickly falls to the level of a revolution- 
ist. At the election of 1878, in Charleston,

Fears of the reign of slavery.” They 
know that loyalty to the Nation is 
a sentiment almost unknown to. the 
people of the lately seceded States;

bank on this capital, and their drafts are 
honored,—honored the more surely as they 
are drawn with a pen dipped in gall on pa- 
per water-marked with bloody threats. The 
sectional issue was raised by the Democratic 
caucus at Washington,—the caucus con- 
trolled by Southern Congressmen. The 
Buacxsunn clan threatened revolution, the 
would-be conservatives followed the radicals, 
the Northern doughface hastened to give in 
his adhesion, and soon the whole pack were 
in full ery. What more natural than that 
the inflammable South should start out on a 
fresh crusade against the life of the Nation ? 
The match was struck at Washington; the 
Okolona States lit its torch, and the flames 
spread in every, direction; and there 
is nobody at the South with moral 
courage enough to attempt to extinguish 
them. The plan is to seize possession of 
the Government and subvert it. In the 
event of Democratic success in 1880, the 
Southern wing of the party would have su- 
preme control, with the power and disposi- 
tion to strip the Nation, one by one, of all 
its powers, leaving it as weak as it proved to 
be under the Confederation a hundred years 
ago. Under these circumstances, National- 
ists would be reduced to the alternative of 
consenting to the death of the Republic or 
of fighting as rebels for its re-establishment.

LOUISIANA REPUDIATION SCHEMES. 

From one source comes the information 
that the Louisiana Constitutional Conven- 
tion will adjourn next Saturday. From an- 
other source comes the statement that the 

to repudiate a large part of the 
State indebtedness will be reopened. If the 
former statement could be relied upon, it is 
probable that any proposition looking to the 
partial repudiation of the State debt could 
be defeated; but, unfortunately, a Constitu- 
tional Convention in Louisiana is a conclave 
of supreme powers. The law under which 
the Convention was called limited its exist- 
ence, but that fact will not make any differ- 
enee to the Bourbon majority, which will 
proceed to issue warrants for the per diem 
of the members and trust to the adoption of 
the new Constitution to make them valid. 
In case of a longer session, the 
Bourbons who favor repudiation may 
live down and talk down the en- 
ergetio opposition from the Republio- 
ans and Conservatives that startled them 
out of their original design for sealing the 
debt down to about 25 per cent of its face 
value. The present debt, it must be remem- 
bered, is only one-half of what the actual 
debt was a few years ago. It was cut down 
from about $22,000,000 to about $12,000,000, 
on the pledge that a tax should be levied for 
the regular payment of the interest on the 
reduced principal. This pledge had the 
guarantee of a constitutional amendment 
voted by the people, and every consideration 
of honor and good policy demands that it be 
kept. Had the present Constitutional Con- 
vention started out with an emphatic renewal 
of the pledge, it would have been practica- 
ble, probably, to seeure the assent of the 
creditors to a reduction of the rate of inter- 
est to 4 per cent. But considerations of 
honor seem to have lost their hald upon the 
desperate politicians of the South, and the 
only element in Louisiana that has exercised 
any restraint upon the repudiationists is 
made up of the “ Radicals ” and the Con- 
servatives,”"—the Republicans and that por- 
tion of the native whites that look beyond 
mere temporary possession of the offices. It 
is to be hoped that Louisiana will be spared 
the disgrace, New Orleans the actual loss, 
and the whole country the humiliation that 
would be incident to the success of any 
scheme of repudiation; and if adjournment 
of the Convention can be constrained by 
next Saturday, perhaps the dishonest ele- 
ment can be permanently defeated. In the 
meantime, the Bourbons have done every- 
thing they could short of actual repudiation 
to destroy confidence and impair the credit 
of the State.

THE FARM AND GARDEN. 


Grain Standing in Shock—Expected Relicf a 
Real Burden—Information Wanted—Not a 
Certain Preventive—Kill the Burrs—Falien 
Fruit — About Rye — Sunday-Visiting — A 
Farmer's Friend. / 

From Our Own Correspondent. 
Cuampaion, III., July 10.—One of the per- 
nicious customs among farmers, especially in 

Central Illinois, is to allow their grain to stand 

in the shock until a threshing-machine can be 

obtained to thresh In the tield. This custom 
loses to those who practice it a great deal of 
money during a series of years. Taking into 
consideration the amount of total loss which 
frequently -bappens, the loss by bieaching, 
and shelling by birds, insects, and other ver- 

mim, it amounts to an enormous sum. 

Last year, although the season after bar- 

vest was not wet, one-half the oats brought to 

market were unfit for horse-feed; in fact, many 
were unsalable. When good oats were selling 
at 15 to 18 cents per bushel, a damaged article 
was worth from 10 to 12 cents. More or less 
wheat and rye was in the same condition. In 
most cases there was no excuse for this slovenly 
method. There is not much to be done after 
the grain is cut, and the men sit around aoing 
nothing. The farmer who neglects to stack his 
grain the first day it is ary enough after cutting, 
loses money, and justly too; and, if nis whole 
crop is lost, is undeserving of sympathy. We 
remember a neighbor who, in 1865, had a crop 
of fax cut down. The day it was ready to 
stack he devoted to visiting. The next day it 
rained, and for weeks afterward; and the whole 
was spoiled so as not to be worth threshing. 
Procrastination in this direetion is annually a 


heavy burden. 
BXPECTED RELIEF A REAL BURDEN. 

Justin what manner the legislators who voted 

or the law to prevent the foreclosure of mort- 
gages, except through the courts, expected to 
benefit their constituents, we have been unable 
to discover. The new trust-deeds which those 
who borrow money since the new law went into 
effect are obliged to sign, are worse than the 
old ones. They provide that, in case of a de- 
fault of interest or principal, the debt may at 
once be declared due. It is also provided that 
any attorney of any court of record may go into 
court in term-time or vacation and confess judg- 
ment, waive all right to appeal, and consent to 
the. immediate issue of an execution. The 
trustee is also authorized at once to enter upon 
the premises and take possession, tegéther with 
all.the rents and profits.. By this it will be seen 
that within three days, or even less time, a man 
may, without notice, be dispossessed of his 
property, and be entirely at the mercy of bis 
creditor. Under the old process, the mortgageor 
was given at least thirty days in which to save 
his property. Instead of the law being a bene- 
fit, it is only a means by which designing men 
may, fora little money, sometimes get posses- 
sion of avaluable property. Of course, trick- 
ery is not practiced by responsibie and honora- 
ble loan- agents; but one can readily see that it 
opens a door to shysters and tricksters.

Stable- 
manure loses nearly all its value if it is per- 
mitted to heat. Its most valuable constituents 
are carried off in vapor, and the least valuable 
part remains. A busbel of corn will make about 
two gallons and a quarter of alcohol, under 
the most favorable circumstances. 

NOT A CERTAIN PREVENTIVE. 


The Afassachusetis Plowman gives the follow- 
ing as the manner in which a correspondent 
secures crops of plums and destroys the biack- 
knot: 

A few years ago we transplanted a few plum-trees 
to a posttion where they were surrounded on three 
sides by a close board fence six feet high, and on 
the fourth side by a hen-house occupied by from 
fifty to eighty hens, that are obliged to pass through 
the yard containing the trees to get to the wo 
y which they are permisted to occupy. The 
trees made a wonderful growth the first year, one 
of them throwing ont shoots four and one-half feet 
in length. The same tree the next year grew five 
and one-half feet. Noone of the trees made a less 
growth than two and one-half feet the first year, 
and three the second. The third year they all 
plossomed, —one of them very full. When the plums 

to form, we watched with much anxiety to 
see if the hens would be able to conquer the cur- 
culio, and to our great satisfaction we found but 
few of the plums had the mark of this destructive 
enemy; they dropped buat very little, and, not- 
withstanding the trees vere very full, the piums 
grew to an enormous size. Thus it seemed very 
evident that the hens were. masters of the situa- 
tion, and had come eff conquerors where we had 
met with continued defeat. We now feel quite as 
sure Of a yearly crop of plams as we do of pears; 
leaving the curculio in charge of the hens, while 
we fight the biack-wart with a sharp knife and 
| spirits of turpentine. As soon asa wart makes its 
appearance it is cut off, and the wound is covered 
with a light covering of spirits of turpentine. 
This seems to kill the spores of the fungus so they 
will not grow again, as they frequently will if 
nothing is put on after the excrescence is removed. 

The above experiment proves nothing. Un- 
less there were other plum-trees near by which 
had borne {fruit the previovse year, it was a 
scarcity of curculios, and not the bens, that pre- 
verted the plums from all being stung. ‘The 
* ben-remedy ”’ has been tried time and again, 
and is no preventive. Good crop of peaches 
and plums, free from curculios, aye frequently 
produced after two or three years of failure of 
these crops, and the consequent absence of cur- 
culio. The black-knot is also a persistent stand- 
by, and only under most favorabie circum- 
stances can it be killed with the knife. If we 
want plums or peaches, we must be prepared to 
wage a relentless war with the insects, with the 
chances in favor of the latter. 

KILL THE BURRS. 


It is only by repeated plowing and persistent 
hoeing that burrs can be killed. Where they 
infest ground on which small grain has been 
growing, plowit at once. This will causea 
— number ot the burrs tosprout. Ina few 

ys after they are all well up, harrow thor- 
oughly. This will cause others to grow, and 
kill many of those sprouted. When the second 
crop is well up, plow the ground again, going a 
little deeper. member that every burr has 
two lobes, and, until both have sprouted, the 
seed is not destroyed. fhe same burr rarely 
sends forth two sprouts at the same time, and 
— ey the coal doubtless a wise provision

In villages and cities, one 
never thinks of living off his friends in this man- 
ner; but it is a frequent occurrence ju the coun- 
trv, and is nothing short of an imposition on 
the overworked farmers’ wives, especially in the 
heated summer months. 

A FARMER’S FRIEND. 


A number or our farmer-friends have this sea- 
son purchased oil-stoves, that they give the 
greatest satisfaction. They heat the flat-irons, 
for ironing, to perfection, and do not beat up the 
room, they bake as well as any stove, and, as 
for boiling, they cannot be beaten. Of course, 
the more surface there is the greater the num- 
ber of articies that may be cooked at one time. 
What is called a “‘two-hole’’ stove answers all 
the purposes of an ordinory cook-stove, except 
for heating water for washing. The expense is 
only ove or two cents an bour; and, when the 
cooking is done, the fire is instantly extinguished 
and the room cool. Thereis no danger from 
explosion, unless carelessiy used. The bother 
of building fires and carrying fuel is entirely 
obviated. The oil-stove is indeed a biessing to 
the farmer’s wife.

Arthritis In a Colt.Veterinary Hygiene: 
LXXII. Electricity.—The Seasons. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

CuicaGo, July 10.—The following comes from 
Kimmondy, III.: 

** VETBRINARIAN™: We have a yearling colt 
which is very lame in the left hind-leg hock-joint.

Answer—At the beginning, such an inflamma- 
tion (arthritis) as you describe may be reduced 
by diligent applications of cold water or cooling 
lotions; but that time has passed, because the 
inflammation is already of several days’ stand- 
ing. As it is, it will be necessary to apply a 
good counter-irritant,—for instance, an iodine 
ointment, or a mixture of equal parts of tinct- 
ure of iodine and of tincture of cantharides. 
The tinctures, if chosen, may be rubbed in at 
the sides of the joint, at first twice a day and 
afterwards once a day, till Jameness and inflam- 
mation disappear, In some cases arthritis ter- 
minates in suppuration; and one or more 
abscesses, either situated superficially, or caus- 
ing an opening of the joint, will be formed. 
A superficial abscess can usually be brought to 
healing within a short time; but, if the principal 
(astragalus) joint is opened, the healing is diffi- 
cult and slow, and the animal very likely will 
remain acripple for its lifetime. In the former 
case, cleanliness, and a few dressings with a 
esinous tincture, or with diluted carbolic acid, 
will be sufficient; but, if the joint has been 
opened, a healing cannot be effected unless the 
flow of synovia bus been stopped, either by an 
application of caustics, or by a use of as- 
tringents. Tannic acid (one drachm) dissolved 


in water or alcohol (half an ounce) will answer 


the purpose. 
ELECTRICITY. 

There cannot be the least doubt that the 
electric condition of the atmosphere, which is 
subject to many changes, constitutes an im- 
portant factor in Veterinary Hygiene. We 
koow that the sultry air preceding a thunder- 
storm has a very depressing influence upon the 
animal organism, and reduces organic activity; 
while, on. the other hand, the purified air im- 


’ mediately after a thunder-storm increases or- 


ganic activity, and exercises a refreshing and 
invigorating influence upon the whole organic 
world. Although it cannot be denied that 
these depressing and avimating effects are 
caused, or can, be caused, partially also by 
chaoges of temperature, atmospheric moisture, 
and currents of air, it cannot be doubted that 
the changes in the electric conditions of the at- 
mosphere constitute a very important, and 
maybe the principal, cause. We know further, 
by experience, that atmospheric electricity af- 
fects the course, progress, and termination of a 
great many diseases; that, for instance, the 
purified air after a tùhunder-storm has a whole- 
some inflaence,—while the closeness of the at- 
mosphere immediately before a thunder-storm 
possesses a tendency to aggravate a great many 
disorders that may happen to exist. It bas also 
been observed that certain electric conditions of 
the atmosphere, especially such as are existing if 
a thunder-storm bas been threatening for some 
time, promote a decom position of organic bodies, 
and favor the appearance of antbrax- and typhus- 
diseases; while the same, if existing, not sel- 

dom disappear very suddenly after the atmos- 
pheric electricity has been discharged, or after 
a thonder-storm has purified the air. Still 

after all, we know very little of the mode and 
manner in which negative and positive electricity 
act upon the animal organism, and have to 
leave it to future investigations to throw more 
light upon that undoubtedly important subject. 

THE SEASONS. 

The change of the seasons has a very con- 
spicuous effect upon the health, growth, and 
development of domesticated animals,—not only 
directly, on account of the changes in the tem- 
perature and humidity of the atmosphere 
in wind and weather, and in the 
length of days and nichts dependent upon 
the change of seasons,—but also more indirect- 
ly, by the changes in the — apne erg and 
quantity of food, and the whole mode and man- 
ner of keeping, produced and necessitated by 
the differences in the season. Besides that, 
each season, at least 80 far as working animais 
on a farm are concerned, brings different work, 
—which, too, bas considerable influence upon 
the life and health of an animal. 

Each season, therefore, offers peculiar condi- 
tions; and th aip, cause or promote 
certain diseases *peculiar to the season. 
it happens that certain diseases occur on. 
or become frequent, and even epizootic, 
in one season of the year, while others, entirely 
different, make their appearance in another; 
and d frequent in one season—in the 
spring, for instasce—disappear, or become 
very rare, as soon as achange of seasons takes 
place. Such a disappearance, of course, is usu- 
ally a sudden one only if the change of seasons 
—from spring to summer, from summer to fall, 
from fall to winter, or from winter to spring, as 
the case may be—is aiso a very sudden one. In 
another article we shall inquire into the peculiar 
condition called forth by each season, and into 


the effect of the same upon the animal orgaa- 
ism.

LOCAL CRIME. 


Commencement of the Inquest on 
James T. Jones. 


A High-Toned Militia-Oaptain Goes to Jail 
for Wife-Whipping. 


The Usual Grist of Petty Offenders. 


JAMES T. JONES. 
HOLDING THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Mann yesterday morning called unto 
himself stx good men and true, all colored, and 
proceeded to hold an inquest in the Grand 
Jury room upon the body of James T. Jones, 
who was shot by his brother, Prince Albert 
Jones, in the rear of 1541 Butterfield street, on 
the morning of the 8th inst. Mr. John Lyle 
King appeared as the representative of Prince 
Albert Jones. The jury were impaneled and 
viewed the body Saturday. 

THE FIRST ROW. 

The first witness called was Dr. Andrew J. 
Shipp, of 288 Clark street, who attended James 
Jones three weeks ago (June 19), when Prince 
shot him on a State street car. Mr. King pro- 
tested against bringing up this matter, which had 
nothing whatever to do with causing death, but 
the objection was overruled. Dr. Shipp then de- 
scribed the wound, which was a slight one on 
tne left shoulder, and not dangerous. 

Lizzie King, of 26 West Van Buren street, 
testified that she bad known deceased about 
six months. Sde was with him on an open 
street-car on State street, near Twenty-sirth, 
on the evening of June 19, 
o’clock, when she heard a shot. Saw 
the man who the pistol get on 
board the car and fre a J. 
Jones said he was hit, but remained on car 
until they reached Van Buren street, when be 
went to Dr. Shipp’s office’ She could not 
identify the may who did the shooting, for she 
was too frightened at the time. J. Y. Jones 
told witness that he bad no idea who did the 
shooting. Witness heard the click of a pistol 
before the shot was fired, so that two attempts 
were made. 

At this point, by request of Mr. King, Prince 
Albert Jones was brought over from the jail. 
The witness failed to identify him as the assail- 
ant. 

Lieut. Martin saree, of the Armory police, 
said he knew both the Joues brothers. e saw 
James in Dr. Shipp’s office having his wound 
dressed. The wound was a very slight one, 
only an abrasion of the skin. About a 
quarter to 20’clock on the following morning 
(June 20) Prince Albert came in to the Armory 
and said that he was the man who shot James 
T. Jones, and that he wanted to give bimself up. 
He handed witness a revolver (oroduced), and 
said that James bad threatened him and that he 
was afraid of bis life. 

The revolver shown was aseven-shooter of the 
Conqueror brand, and almost new. 

Witness further stated that James said he did 
not know who shot him. Both men were placed 
under arrest. James had no revolver. 

In reply to Mr. King, witness stated that 
Prince said James bad been laying for bim, and 
that be was afraid of his life. 

Having thus disposed of the preliminary 
target-practice, a matter which had no more to 
do with the subject under investigation than 
„ death of C. Julius Cesar, the Coroner 


SAMUEL JOHNSON, 
an actual witness to the shooting which re- 
sulted fatally. Johnson said he resided at No. 
1456 Dearborn street, and was a teamster em- 
ployed by Prince A. Jones. Was in the barn 
in rear of No. 1541 Butterfield street about 7 
o’clock on the morning of the 8th inst. 

The witoess examined a pencil-diegram of the 
— and said it came pretty near it. Both 

rince and James kept their horses in the barn. 
Prince blamed bim for being late, and told him to 
get to work. Prince said he was going to get 
his witnesses together in the shooting case then 
pending, and that he would be out all day. Wit- 
ness started to go out and James Jones en- 
tered. He said to Prince, You — ——., I 
kill you now if you try to put me out of this 
barn,” and as he said this Prince pulled on him. 
James wheeled round and received the ball in 
the back. Prince shot again and then Jim started 
to run. Jim had put bis hand in bis bip-pocket 
before be spoke to Prince, and his hand was 
still there when the other fired. Witness saw 
two shots firea and then lef{tinaburry. He 
did not see where Prince got bis revolver from. 
Witness got out into the alley and 
James Jones went over to Engine-Hoase No. 
16, on the corner of Thirty-first and Dearborn 
streets. Prince went north on the alley to 
Thirtieth-street, and thence east toward State 
street. 

In reply to a juror, witness said he didn’t 
know whether Jim was armed or not. 

Mr. King asked witness whether he knew of 
any quarrels between the brothers, and wanted 
to know the circumstances of hiring by 
Prince Jones. 

Mr. Charles H. Reed, who watehed the case 
on bebalf of the surviving brothers, or of such 
of them as favor James and are opposed to 
Prince, protested against lugging in extraneous 
matter. 

The witness then said that he was formerly in 
the emplov of James Jones, and was afterwards 
hired by Prince, who said that he couldn’t find 
time to drive the wagon, as he was so much 
bothered by lawsuits and was liable to “ be 
plucked off at any moment.” 

At this point the Coroner announced that his 
professional engagements required his presence 
elsewhere, and an adjournment was accordingly 
taken until 9 o’clock to-morrow morning.

Thomas Pitman came all the way from Prince 
Edward Isiand to get swindled out of $20 by 
Chicago confidence operators. He complained 
to the police, but was unable to gtre any de- 
scription of the men who beat him.

THE PRINCE IMPERIAL. 


How He Was SleaughteredStatements of 
Lieut. Carey and One of the Troopers. 
The Finding of the Body. 

The London papers of June 30 have accounts 
from their correspondents at the Cape of the de- 
taile of the Prioce Imoperial’s taking off. The 
Times’ correspondent gives the following as the 
substance of Lieut. Carey’s report: 

“ Having learned that his Imperial Highness 
would proceed on June 1 to reconnoitre the 
country io advance of the column and choose a 
site for the camp of the following day, I sug- 
gested thatasI had already ridden over the 


same ground | should accompany him. My re- 
aquest was granted; but, at the same time, Col. 
Harrison, Acting-Quartermaster-General, stated 
that I was not in any way to interfere with the 
Prince, as be wished bim to have the entire 
credit of choosing the camp. Shortly before 
starting, I foand that no escort was prepared, 
and applied to the Brigade Major of Cavy- 
alry. I received the necessary orders, and 
at 9:15 six men of Capt. as Horse pa- 
rade before headquarters. ith these and a 
friendly Zulu, provided by the Hon. Mr. Drum- 
mond, we started. Six Basutos of Capt. Shep- 
stove’s corpa§ were also under orders to proceed 
with us, and before crossing the Blood River I 
sent on te him to ask for them. The messenger 
returned to say that they would meet us on the 
ridge between the Incenzi and Itelezt Hua. I 
again sent the man to bring the escort back with 
him. On our right and left flanks J saw large 
bodies of Basutes scouting. Arrived upon the 
ridge we dismounted, wishing to fix the post- 
tion of some hills with our compasses. Col. 
Hurrison then rode up and told us that Gen. 
Marshalls cavalry was coming up. When he 
had left I suggested to the Prince to wait for 
the remainder of the escort, ‘Ob, no; we are 
quite strong enough.’ At a mile and a half we 
ascended a commanding and rocky range of hills 
beyond Ilyoton River. I proposed that we 
should bere off-saddic, but the Prince said that 
he preferred to off-eeddie pear the river. We 
remained for half an hour sk 
and sarveying the country with our 
telescopes. no ope, we descended to 
a kraal ip a valle below and off-saddied. No 
precautions were taken, as no Zalus were ex- 
pected to be in the neighborhood. The Prince 
was tired and lay down besidea hut. The men 
made coffee, and I reconnoitered with my tele- 
scope. At3:35 1 suggested saddiing up. His 
Imperial Highbpess said, Wait another ten 
minutes’; but in five minutes gave me the 
D order. I repeated it, and then went 
to fetch my horse from the mealiefields. I had 
saddled and mouated on the home side of the 
kraal, when I beard bis Imperial Higtness cive 
the order, Prepare to mount.’ 1 looked round 
and saw his foot in the stirrup. At the same 
time I said Mount.“ and as the men vauited 
into the saddles 1 saw the black faces of Zulus 
about twenty yards off, rushing toward us 
through the mealile-fields. They shouted 
and fred upon us as we rode off. I thought 
that all were mousted, and, knowing 
that the men’s carbives were univaded, 
1 judged it better to clear the long grass 
before making a stand. Knowing from expe- 
rience the bad shooting of the Zulus, I did not ex- 
pect that anv one was injured. I therefore shout- 
ed, as we neared the donga, ‘ We must form up 
on the other side. See to the retreat of every 
one.’ On looking back I saw one party follow- 
ing us, while another on our left was attempt- 
ing to cut off our retreat across the ridge. 
Meanwhile we were under a heavy fire, and 
after we had crossed the donga a man said to 
me, I fear the Prince is killed, sir.“ I paused, 
looked back, and, seeing the Prince’s horse gal- 
loping on the other side of the donga, asked if 
it was any usereturning. The Zulus had al- 
ready passed over the ground where be must 
have fallen, and he pointed out the men creep- 
ing round our left. I paused for our men to 
come up, and then galloped on to find a drift 
over the Tombocto River.“ 

The Telegraph correspondent gives the follow- 
ing statement of Leetocf. one of the troopers: 

We went about twenty miles from Koppie 
Allein. When we were crossing the site of the 
present camp, the neck between I[ncenci and 
Inqutu Ranges, some officers overtook us. 
Thev went to the left, and we went to the right. 
We crossed a spruit, and went up a flat-topped 
hill, where we slackened girths, the Prince 
sketching. The kraal we came to last was about 
fifty yards above the river. Here the Prioce 
told us to off-saddle, and then the Keaffir was 
sent into the but to see if any one was there. 
He went down afterward to the river for some 
water, and we bad coffee. After an hour the 
Prince ordered us to saddle up. When we had 
all saddied up be asked, Are you all ready!’ 
and we said, ‘Yes.’ He then said, ‘Mount,’ 
and, just as we were 6 ng to our saddles, 
the volley was fired from the mealies at fifteen 
or seventeen yards. We had gone to that very 
place to catch our horses. When we were sad- 
dling up, the Kaffir,who bad been to the river 
to water the borses, said be had scen a Zulu 
going up the fiver away from where the volley 
was fired.

Ne precautions 
whatever were taken against surprise, In itself 
the position was a dreadfui one for even a strong 
party to take up, and presented all the natural 
features demanded by Zulu tactics to insure 
success, a steep hill shutting off retreat on two 
sides, a river on the third, and a deep and diffi- 
cult donga on the fourth, with the space thus 
inclosed filled with dense cover. At this season 
of the year the Tambookie grass is at tts high- 
est, and round the Kaflir kraals maize aud mil- 
let, sprung from grain epilled in from 
the fleld to the hats, is always found scattered 
among the grass. The whole formed a very 
close growth of a fairly uniform hight of six 
feet. Through this the Zulus securely stalked 
their enemies. When the volley was fired the 
party was standing to their horses in line, with 
their backs to the kraal and their faces cast- 
ward. The Prince wae in front of the men at 
the left of the line, and nearest. therefore, to 
the Zulus. Rogers never reached his horse and 
when last seen was bebind a hut, rifle in hand, 
evidently prepared to defend himself, but be- 
fore he could fire the poor fellow was shot from 
the mealies. Abel was killed before reaching 
the donga. The Kafür probably rushed to 
cover at once, and was there surroundea, and 
the rest of the party—six men in all—made for 
the donga, Carey and two others crossing it at a 
very difficult point, while two others took an 
easter place, more on their left, the Prince fol- 
lowing the latter.

Whether he killed 
any Zulus is not known, but u ts provable 
they did not come within reach of his 
sword, as from the edge of the donga they could 
hurl their assegais down at him with impunity. 
One pierced bis right eye, causing—so the doc- 
tors believe—immediate death, or at any rate 
paralyzing all feeling. The Prince probably 
then fell, and the Zulus, leaping down, stabbed 
him in a dozen places. Meanwhile the Kaffir 
hed deen fighting for his life.

„A strong mixed force of cavalry and infan- 
try went out to search for the body. The great- 
est anxiety prevailed im camp. ad the Prince 
been taken alive aud his identity discovered, 
the Zulus—so those who know m assured 
me—would have preserved bie life. as the 
killing of Royal prisoners fs contrary to Zulu 
superstition. This would probably have breaght 
the war to a conclusion, as Cetewayo would 
have used the advantage thus gained. The 
worst news—that the Prince was dead and bis 
body found—came into camp by toon, and in 
the evening the corpse arrived. It was dis- 
covered in the donga, entirely stripped of cloth- 
ing. and everything upon it gone except one 
stocking lying close by and a locket suspended 
from a chain which had been broken and was 
lying under the neck. The body was lymg on 
its back, the unisjured eye open. All the 
wounds were in front. The corpse was treated 
in the usual Zulu way (cut open), but was not 
mutilated. The doctors at once prepared it for 
transport to Eugland. A case was quickly 
made, and the body, most carefully packed with 
2 sand, and straw, was dispate the same 
night. 

When the Zulus stripped the Prince Imperial’s 
body, says the London Werid, they would not 
touch the little medal of the Madonna which he 
wore round his neck, because it is an article of 
faith in South Africa that charms taken from a 
dead man carry with them the luck of their 
former owner.

Considerable space is 
given up to alist showing the rise in prices dur- 
ing the eight davs previous to the date when the 
letter was written. The speculation, according 
to Gen. Peixotto, was very large, Asiatic grege 
silk leading. At Marseilles and Milan the move- 
ment was equally active, 150,000 to 200,000 Kilo- 
grammes of dry cocoons having changed hands 
at Marseilles within a week, and yellow cocoons 
haviug risen from 16 to 20 francs, italy beingthe 
largest buyer. While iu Europe great paucity 
in silk appears to exist, the Orient has been 
more favored. The mannfacturers, in view of 
these facts, had begun operations, with the 
rospect of an improved demand for silk goods. 
‘he present agitation, in Gen. Peixotto’s opin- 
ion, however, will be over by the end of August, 
the impression being based on the probable im- 
provement in the second over the first crop. 
Attached to the letter is a copy of one from 
William F. Grionell, of the United States Com- 
mercial Agency at St. Etienne, France, to Mr. 
SeWard, stating that at fhe middle of April raw 
silk had reached a lower price than 
for fifty years before, the backward 
spring, with frosts and cold rains in Italy and 
Southern France having retarded the growth 
and opening of the err leaf, so that the 
silk-worm hatched before the leat opened, and, 
having no food, died. In Mr. Grinnell’s opinion 
there is strong probability that the crop will 
not exceed one-third ot its average. In view of 
this, powerful syndicates were organized ou the 
19th of May, and the rise, on the 20th of May, 
when the letter was written, reacbed 30 per cent 
on the silk of China,-and 25 on that of Italy and 
France, According to Mr.Griunell, who would 
appear to rather differ from Gen. Peixotto, it is 
believed that the movement, baeed on legitimate 
grounds, is a permanent one and must even in- 
crease. 


WEST POINT. 


A CADET VACANCY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMA, July 14, 1879.—The undersigned, 
having been invited by the Secretary of War to 
notainate a candidate for appointment as cadet 
to the United States Military Academy from 
the Second Congressional District of Illinois, 
who must be at West Point not later than the

The age of admission of cadets is between 17 
and 21 years.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT.

fireman on the passenger-engine, jumped down 
an embankment over 100 feet high, but escaped 
with a dislocated arm and afew severe bruises 
about the head. George Jones, of Janesville, 
Wis., was slightly injured by a splinter. Physi- 
cians say that, with good treatment, all of the 
injured will recover. It is charged that the ac- 
cident was caused by the coaltrain running out 
of time, owing to the carelessness or incompe- 
teney of the engineer.

BENNER’S TERM OF OFEICE. 

There is another point of some considerable 
interest in this matter. The ordinance creating 
the Fire Department, passed Aug. 12, 1875, pro- 
vides in ite first two sections as follows: 

Beit ordained, etc., Suction 1. That there is 
hereby created and established a Department of the 
— 2 Chicago to be known as the Fire Depart- 
men 

Sec. 2. There is hereby created the office of 
Fire- Marshal of said city. The term of office shail 
be two years. The term of office shall commence 
on the Ist day of August, A. D. 1875. He shall 
take an oath for the r 

of his duties, and ve 
bond and security in the sum of $25,000, 
ome for the faithful performance of the 
duties of his office, and that he will account for all 
roperty and pay overall moneys that come 
nto his hands, as required by law or by any ordi- 
nance of the City Council. The Fire-Marshal 
shall be nominated by the Mayor, and «a ted 
by and with the consent of the City Council. 

It will be seen that there is nothing said about 
hoiaing over until a successor is appointed and 
qualified. The question which, therefore, arises 
just at this time is, whether Marshal Benner’s 
term ext tres absolutely on the Ist of Augus 
or, in other words, whether he is not prohibi 
by law from bolding over after that date. In 
order to get light on that point, a reporter ves- 
terday went around among the lawyers, and with 
what success will be seen below: 

Mr. R. S. Tuthill, ex-City Attorney, but now 
a member of the law firm of Tuthill & Quigg. 
was first appealed to, and, though the opinion 
he gave apparently went against the grain, as 
far as bis perso feelings are concerned, he 
gave it as his idea of the law. 

„The Constitution provides,“ he said, “in 
Sec. 28, Art. IV., that no law shall de passed 
which sball operate to extend the term of any 
public officer after his election or appointment.’ 
Now, under the charter of the city, the Council 
is given power to create offices as it deems prop- 
er, and all officers appointed to such offices are 
to be appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by 
the Council; and the Council can fix the term 
of such offices by virtue of Sec. 74 of Art. VIL. of 
the charter, and can prescribe the duties and 
powers of all such officers, provided the term 
shall not exeeed two years. That is where the 
Council is given the power under the charter. 
The Council exe the power given it in 
Bec. 73 of Art. VILL to create this office of 
Fire-Marshal by passing the ordinance of Aug. 
2, 1875. Sec. 2 of t ordinance provides 
that ‘The term of office shall be two years. 
The term of office shall commence on the 
lst day of August, A. D. 1875.’ And ‘The 
Fire-Marsbal shall be nominated by the Mayor, 
and appointed by and with the consent of the 
City Council.’ t is all there is in the 
ordinance concerning the term of office,—that 
the Council haye only the power to make the 
term absolutely two years,—and the constitu- 
tional provision 1 referred to steps in and says 
the term shall not be extended after his ap- 
pointment. Now, I am inclined to think, on a 
very examination of the matter, that 
when the Fire-Marshal’s two years expire, not- 
withstanding there may be a provision in the 


bond that he and his bondsmen shall be bound 


until bie successor is copes and qualities, 
unless be is reappointed, be is out of office. 
And the only way he can be got into office is by 
reappointment of the Mayor. I am strongly of 
the opinion now that his term of office expires 
on the Ist day of August, and that the only 
power in the world that can put him back there 
is Carter H. Harrison, by a reappeintment. The

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THE KANSAS CITY FIGHT. 

The revewal of the Kansas City passenger 
war on through business to the East, the par- 
ticulars of which were given in Tus Tripunz of 
Sunday, was the all-absorbing topic of conversa- 
tion io railroad circles yesterday. 80 far the 
Chicago roads have taken no notice of the re- 
duction, but if the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Northern and Wabasb combination does not re- 
store the through rates from Kausas City to-day, 
the passenger rates to the East from all West- 
ern points will take an unprecedented tumbie, 
and the freight rates stand in danger of follow- 
ing suit. The St. Louis roads have already 
cut the passenger rates from that city to 
New York to $15, one dollar less than 
the ent rate from Kansas City, and if the Chica- 
go roads are forced to reduce they will probably 
make the rate $12. The most bitter feeling is 
manifested towards Commissioner Fink «nd 
the Trunk Line Managers for allowing this state 
of affairs to exist. It is claimed that they could 
stop itin five minutes if they desired, as the 
Wabash and St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern 
clearly violated the orders of the trunk lines 
when they carried the wer east of the Mississip- 
pi, it having been agreed that the fight should 
be confined to the territory west of the Missis- 
sippi. From private dispatches received bere 
yesterday it appears that General Manager Hop- 
kins, of the Wa is pow in New York tryin 
to get the ear of Commissioner Fink and 
Trunk Line Managers, and to show them 
that be was compelled by the other roads 
30 take the step referred to, and that he is not 
to blame for the disturbance. Whenever the 
Wabash has slaughtered the rates, Mr. Hopkins
